James' aged mother, his j ha; i?sllo(I a decree that ail priests in 


TEXAS SENATOR 


Demanded Retraction From Senator Beveridge 


of Indiana 


Then Bailey in His Rage Grasped Senator 


By The Throat. 


The Hoosier Did Not Resent the Assault—Mr. Spooner Was 


To the Front and Mr. Layton Helped to Part the 


Men—Mr. Bailey Talks. 


Washington, July 1.—Another per- 


sonal encounter between U. S. sena- 
tors occurred in the Senate chamber 
yesterday afternoon. 
Senator Bailey 


of Texas grabbed Senator Bevericlgo 
of Indiana by the throat wita both 
hands and did his utmost to throttle 
him. 


Bailey, as he leaped on Beveridge, 


said: 


'' 
you, I'll kill you;" 


Had it not been for the timely inter- 


ference of Bernard Layton, assistant 
sergeant at arms, the man who separ- 
ated Tillman and McLaurin, and Sena- 
tor Spooner he would probably have 
done the Indiana Senator great bodily 
injury. 


The affair is only less disgraceful 


than that in which the South Carolina 
Senators indulged in that it did not oc- 
cur while the Senate was in session. 
It was a deliberate assault, made after 
Bailey had thrice called upon Bevcr- 
idge to withdraw language which 
deeply offended the Texan. It occur- 
red just after the Senate had finished 
an executive session, but before the 
doors, which are kept closed 10 min- 
utes after adjournment, had been op- 
ened. 


Bailey and Boveridge are known as 


Ihe two "kids" of the Senate. 
They 


have been clashing for some time. The 
encounter was but the climax. They 
became involved in a bitter personal 
debate and Bailey took exceptions to 
a statement made by Beveridge vvhich 
Bailey conceived 
reflected 
upon his 


honor. The trouble arose over a reso- 
lution introduced by Bailey calling up- 
on the Secretary of State for all pa- 
pers bearing on the charges made sev- 
eral months ago against Powell Clay- 
ton, 
United States Minister to Mexi- 


co. Bailey in speaking on his resolu- 
tion said that Solicitor Penfield of the 
State Department had refused to let 
him see certain 
papers in the case, 


which, as a Senator, he was entitled 
to see. He made a long harangue, fill- 
ed \vith abuse of Mr. Penfield.

Solicitor Penfieid is an Indiana man, 
Beveridge and Senator Fairbanks of 
that state both came to his defense. 
Beveridge denounced

cussing the incident and that seemed 
to arouse Bailey's anger. He got up, 
walked out into the cloakroom and 
awaited Senator Beveridge there. 


When he saw that Beveridge had 


gone back to his seat again, Bailey re» 
entered the chamber and going oyer 
to Beveridge, sat down on the chair 
next to his. 
"I have asked you to 


withdraw the remarks you made, but 
you have not done so," he said. "I 
ask you now again to withdraw 
them." 


"Why," exclaimed 
Beveridge, "I 


said nothing that you should construe 
as being personally offensive.

Newark has had a steady, healthy 


growth for years but her development 
has been more rapid within the past 
few years, due as all will admit, to the 
location of new manufacturing indus- 
tries hpre or to the enlargement of 
those already m the city. This iact 
being so recognized, it is nc wonder 
City Hall was well filled Monday night 
oy people anxious to learn the condi- 
,.ions upon which a new industry, 
Dromising to bring from 250 to 350 
skilled workmen to the city might be 
secured. 


Tne meeting was called to order by 


'"\ M. Black, president of the Board of 
Trade, who briefly stated the purpose 


>f the gathering, namely to discuss 
he proposition presented to the Board 
y Mr. Taylor of Cambridge, a man 
vho has been successful in establish- 
ng plants ot a similar nature at Mid- 
lletown and Marietta, Ohio, and else- 
rhere. Mr. Taylor at the suggestion 
f one of the members present, was 
'ailed upon to outline his proposal to 
he Board of Trade. 
Mr Taylor stated that he as a repre- 
entative of an eastern syndicate, the 
>ersonel of which he was L.ci ut pres- 
'"nt at liberty to state, offered to lo- 
cate in Newark a sheet steel mill with 
alvanizing plant to be followed by a 
•orrugated roofing factory upon cer- 
ain conditions. The proposed plan,! 
e said, would employ from 250 lo 350 


-aen at the start and would have a pay 
oil ranging from $20,000 to $25,000 a 
lonth. Tfle output would be at least 
2,000 tons valued at three-quarters of 
million dollars. The average pay of 
le men employed in the plant, Jie 
aid, would be $3 25 a day, the wages 
anging from $2 to ?20 a day per man 
'rom 32 to 35 of the men, he stated, 
/ould be paid from $2500 to $5000 a 
ear. 
Mr Taylor said there is a large va- 
lety of steel mills but the best of all 
uch mills is a sheet steel plant which 


•• is proposed to bring to Newark. The 
peaker went'on to say that he had se- 
ured an option on the Forry 
farm 


/hich lies in West Newark near the 
loser Wehrle Company's stove foun- 
'ry, and that it is proposed to spend 
5000 in grading this piece of land, 
aying it off with streets and alleys, re- 
ervmg 20 acres for the plant, the bal- 
ince of the property to be divided into 
35 lots which were to be put on the 
larket at an average price of $250

AFTER 38 YEARS

'ife, he was left on the field for dead.. 
"While apparently unconscious he was 
still in possession of his mind, and 
realized a good deal of what was going 
on around him. Finally he was discov- 
ered and taken to the field hospital, 
and in the end recovered from the in- 
jury, although it has annoyed him 
from time to time and for the past two 
:r three years has been the cause of 
pain and suffering-. About a year ago 
Le had the bullet located with the X 
:ay and on Saturday last at the Wes- 
ley hospital in Chicago, the bullet was 
successfully 
removed through 
the 


rigtft nostril. The surgeons consider- 


ed it a very critical operation, and 
vere somewhat loath to undertake it, 
but Mr. Grove insisted that it should 
Le done, and also declined an anaes- 
thetic to relieve the pain attendart 
upon the operation. 
The bullet is a 


very formidable looking messenger of 
death, being 1 3-8 inches in length, 1-2 
inch thick, and weighing 1 1-2 ounces. 
Mr. Grove is highly pleased with the 
success of the operation and feels that 
his lease of life has been greatly p--o- 
longed.

Body* Which Was Trained 


by Captain Slocum ot the United 
Stote> Army, Xumbers 1,SOO Mem 
*md the Latter 2OO—General Gomea 
to Be Commander In Chief. 
The army of Cuba as a republic is a 


very different one from that of Cuba as 
a Spanish colony, writes Dorothy Stan- 
hope, the Havana correspondent of the 
New York Times, under the date of j 
June 10. The neat looking soldier, of 
the rural guards (the cavalry) and the 
smart looking member of the cuerpo de 
artilleria (artillery corps) remind one 
but little of the Cuban soldiers that I 
saw In the winter of 1898-99. What a 
motley assemblage it was! Men of all 
ages, from the gray bearded veteran of 
several wars to the young boy scarce- 
ly out of knee breeches, ragged, many 
of them, and carrying the most varied 
collection of weapons it has ever been 
my fortune to see. In contrast to these 
are the well dressed, armed and disci- 
plined artillerymen and equally well 
appearing rural guards of today, who 
marched in the procession at the inau- 
guration of the republic. 


The rural guards, which constitute 


the cavalry arm, were originally organ- 
ized as suburban police and are still 
serving in that capacity in the country 
and small towns from Maysi to San 
Antonio. At present they number 1,500 
men, but it is expected that the Cuban 
congress will enact a law authorizing 
an increase of a thousand more. They 
were trained by Captain Slocum of the 
United States cavalry. The uniform is 
khaki with yellow pipings, leather leg- 
gings and campaign bat. The officers 
wear yellow shoulder straps. The pri- 
vates are paid $42 American money a 
month. They are expected to feed and 
clothe themselves. A first lieutenant 
receives §100, a second $85, a captain 
$125, captain and adjutant §150 and a 
major $200. 


Only within the last few months have 


the rural guards been considered a part 
of the army. The body that was or- 
ganized as the Cuban army is the 
artillery arm, known as the "cuerpo de 
artilleria." The cuerpo de artilleria 
was organteed in October, 1901. Cap- 
tain Dwight E. Aultman of the artil- 
lery corps was selected by the military 
governor as the commanding officer, 
and he in turn chose six noncommis- 
sioned American officers from the ar- 
tillery .companies in the Havana garri- 
son to aid him in the work. 


No sooner was the notice published 


in the newspapers that a military force 
was to be formed than men from all 
parts of the island signified their inten- 
tion to enlist 
Young men from all 


walks of life, some raised in luxury 
and others at the plow, presented them- 
selves for enlistment. The two com- 
panies constituting the 150 men of the 
corps were white, much to the dissatis- 
faction of the black race, who at once 
sent a delegation to General Wood to 
tell him that the colored race wished 
to be included in the new army, it hav- 
ing always fought in Cuba's cause. 
Then General Wood issued another or- 
der for the enlistment of a company of 
fifty colored men. 


The three companies have been sta- 


tioned together in Cabana fortress, 
where there are quarters for several 
thousand soldiers and where there were 
a large number during Spanish times. 
The colored company has now gone to 
Columbia barracks, where it is guard- 
ing property. 


General Alexandro Rodriquez is com- 


mander in chief of the Cuban army, 
both artillery and rural guards, with 
rank of brigadier general. He is a vet1 
eran of several wars and was at one 
time an American citizen. 
He has 


been very prominent in Havana affairs, 
having been mayor of the city as late 
as 1900. While no fault is to be found 
with his leadership, General Maximo 
Gomez is to be made chief, with rank 
of major general, while General Rodri- 
quez remains with the rural guards, 
and General Castillo, so it is rumored, 
becomes chief of the artillery. General 
Gome* wields a very great influence 
over the Cuban people through the 
length and breadth of the island. Just 
now- this consideration is a powerful 
one, 
for the strongest leaders are 


needed.

"I very clearly indicated what I ' 


tended to do and nobody had 
any 


right to be surprised at what hap- 
pened. The practice of assailing offi- 
cers of the Government is not habitual 
with me and I never have anything 
to say against them except when I fee'l 
the facts fully justify it. I recognize 
the right of any personal or politie.il 
friend of the person whose conduct is 
called in question to defend him, but 
I do not recognize the right of any 
Senator to insult a colleague in mak- 
ing a defense of his personal or po- 
litical friend. I was adverse to per- 
sonal encounters, as any man ougM 
to be, but my friends will hardly ex 
pect me to allow myself to be insult- 
ed. I tried my utmost to avoid the 
necessity for the affair, both while the 
Senate was in session and after it nrl- 
"journed, and only proceeded to the 
extreme after flat refusal to 
with- 


draw the offensive language."
